BEGIN SUMMARY: BONN NEWSPAPER GENERAL ANZEIGER HAS 
PUBLISHED ON MAY 19 A WOLF BELL INTERVIEW OF FOREIGN 
MINISTER GENSCHER. INTERVIEW IS DIRECTLY KEYED TO THE 
UPCOMING NATO MINISTERIAL (AND TO THE QUADRIPARTITE 
MINISTERS' MEETING ON BERLIN AND GERMANY). THE SECTION 
ON BERLIN HAS BEEN TRANSMITTED IN REFTEL. THE FOLLOWING 
IS THE REMAINDER OF THE INTERVIEW IN AN INFORMAL EMBASSY 
TRANSLATION. END SUMMARY. 

BEGIN TEXT 

QUESTION: IN THE RECENT PAST DOUBTS WERE VOICED 
IN VARIOUS QUARTERS AS TO NATO'S MILITARY AND POLITICAL 
CAPABILITY TO MEET THE OBJECTIVE THREAT EMANATING FROM 
THE CONTINUOUS STRENGTHENING OF THE MILITARY POTENTIAL 
OF THE WARSAW PACT. DO YOU SHARE THESE DOUBTS? 

ANSWER: NO, I DON'T. THE ATLANTIC ALLIANCE FULLY 
MEETS REQUIREMENTS. CERTAIN CRITICAL STATEMENTS ARE 
UNDOUBTEDLY EXAGGERATED. OVERPESSIMISM IS NO HELP; IT 
MERELY UNDERMINES CONFIDENCE IN THE ALLIANCE AND HELPS 
THE OTHER SIDE. AT THIS TIME I SEE MORE POSITIVE THAN 
NEGATIVE DEVELOPMENTS. THE FEELING OF SOLIDARITY IN THE 
ALLIANCE HAS GROWN IN RECENT MONTHS. BACKING OF THE 
ALLIANCE IS STRONGER THAN IT HAS BEEN FOR A LONG TIME 
IN THE US. NO LONGER IS THERE TALK ABOUT TROOP REDUC- 
TIONS; INSTEAD, THERE ARE DISCUSSIONS ABOUT STRENGTHEN- 
ING US DEFENSE AND THE STATIONING OF TWO NEW COMBAT 
BRIGADES IN LIEU OF SUPPLY TROOPS. SECRETARY KISSINGER 
SAID ONLY A SHORT TIME AGO THAT COOPERATION WITH THE 
EUROPEAN ALLIES HAS NEVER BEEN AS CLOSE DURING THE LAST 
10 YEARS AS IT IS TODAY. IN FACT, IN EUROPE TOO THERE 
IS NO ONE WHO QUESTIONS THE NEED FOR CLOSE TRUSTING 
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RELATIONS WITH THE US AND FOR THE MILITARY PRESENCE OF 
THE US ON THIS CONTINENT. 

QUESTION: IN VIEW OF THE INTENSIFIED EFFORTS OF 
THE SOVIET UNION TO INCREASE ITS INFLUENCE IN ALL PARTS 
OF THE WORLD AND IN VIEW OF THE INCREASING SOVIET 
PRESENCE ON THE SEAS, SOME OBSERVERS FEEL THAT NATO 
ALSO OUGHT TO ADDRESS ITSELF TO SECURITY PROBLEMS OUT- 
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SIDE THE TERRITORY OF THE ALLIANCE AND TAKE PROPER PRE- 
CAUTIONS FOR THE PROTECTION OF IMPORTANT MARITIME 
ROUTES. 

ANSWER: THE PUBLIC FREQUENTLY CONFUSES TWO AS- 
PECTS WHICH I WOULD LIKE TO DEAL WITH SEPARATELY. TO 
BEGIN WITH: THE CONTRACTUAL TERRITORY OF NATO IS 
CLEARLY DEFINED IN ARTICLE 6 OF THE NATO TREATY. THIS 
CONCERNS THE MILITARY ACTIVITIES OF THE ALLIANCE. THE 
POLITICAL ASPECT IS SOMETHING DIFFERENT. OWING TO ITS 
NATURE THE ATLANTIC ALLIANCE HAS FUNCTIONS NOT ONLY FOR 
ITS CONTRACTUAL TERRITORY PROPER BUT IT ALSO TAKES PART 
IN THE INTERPLAY OF THE FORCES OF GLOBAL EQUILIBRIUM TO 
WHICH IT CONTRIBUTES. THIS IS WHY CHANGES IN THE STRA- 
TEGIC BALANCE OF POWER ALSO AFFECT THE SITUATION OF THE 
ALLIANCE. IN THIS CONTEXT THE MARITIME ARMAMENT EF- 
FORTS OF THE SOVIET UNION HAVE TO BE VIEWED WITH 
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QUESTION: IN THE CENTRAL SECTOR OF NATO THE SITUA- 
TION IS RELATIVELY POSITIVE FOR THE ALLIANCE. BUT DOES 
NOT THE DANGER EXIST THAT THE WARSAW PACT OUTFLANKS 
NATO IN VIEW OF THE LATTER'S PROBLEMS AT ITS NORTHERN 
AND SOUTHERN FLANKS? HOW DO YOU ASSESS THE SITUATION 
AT THE SOUTHERN FLANK? 

ANSWER: THE PROBLEMS OF THE SOUTHERN FLANK STEM 
NOT SO MUCH FROM MILITARY WEAKNESS AS FROM POLITICAL 
FACTORS. BUT I THINK THAT HERE, TOO, POSITIVE SIGNS 
PREVAIL. DEVELOPMENTS IN PORTUGAL JUSTIFY THE HOPE THAT 
THIS IMPORTANT ALLIANCE PARTNER WILL IN THE FUTURE CO- 
OPERATE IN THE ALLIANCE MORE INTENSIVELY AND WITH STILL 
GREATER FOCUS ON EUROPE. IN SPAIN THE DIFFICULT PRO- 
CESS OF TRANSFORMATION IN THE POST-FRANCO ERA WILL RE- 
QUIRE MUCH PATIENCE. WE ARE TRYING TO HELP SPAIN TO 
CREATE THE PREREQUISITES FOR ITS EARLY COOPERATION IN 
THE CIRCLE OF EUROPEAN DEMOCRACIES. AFTER THE GENERAL 
ELECTIONS IN ITALY, WE HOPE THE DIFFICULT SITUATION IN 
WHICH OUR EC AND NATO PARTNER FINDS ITSELF MAY BE STABI- 
LIZED BY SOLIDARITY AMONG THE DEMOCRATIC FORCES. AS 
FAR AS THE CYPRUS CONFLICT IS CONCERNED, WE WILL CON- 
TINUE OUR EFFORTS IN THE ALLIANCE, IN THE EC, AND ON 
THE BILATERAL PLANE TO NARROW THE GAP BETWEEN OUR 
ALLIANCE PARTNERS GREECE AND TURKEY. THE TWO AMERICAN 
AGREEMENTS WITH TURKEY AND GREECE-PROVIDED THEY ARE 
APPROVED BY CONGRESS, AS WE HOPE THEY WILL BE-MIGHT BE 
AN IMPORTANT STABILIZING FACTOR FOR THE WHOLE AREA OF 
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THE EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN. AFTER THE SIGNING OF THE 
AGREEMENTS. A CERTAIN IMPROVEMENT OF THE POLITICAL CLI- 
MATE HAS ALREADY SET IN. 

QUESTION: WHAT'S THE SITUATION OF THE NORTHERN 
FLANK? 

ANSWER: REGIONALLY VIEWED, A MILITARY SUPERIORITY 
OF THE SOVIET UNION HAS ALWAYS EXISTED IN THE NORTHERN 
FLANK OF THE ALLIANCE, SO THAT WE ARE NOT FACED WITH A 
NEW SITUATION THERE. WE OUGHT TO SEE THE SOVIET UNION'S 
MARITIME DISPLAY OF POWER IN THAT AREA PRIMARILY UNDER 
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THE ASPECT OF GLOBAL STRATEGY. THIS DOES NOT MAKE 
THINGS ANY EASIER, BUT COMPELS US TO TAKE THE SITUATION 
VERY SERIOUSLY. AND THAT IS WHY THE MISSION OF THE 
ALLIANCE IS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE IN THAT AREA TOO. AT 
THE NORTHERN FLANK ALSO THE ALLIANCE PARTNERS MUST SHOW 
MORE SOLIDARITY AND OVERCOME THEIR DIVERGENCIES OF 
INTEREST. IN SOLVING ITS PROBLEMS WITH ICELAND, THE 
FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY LET ITSELF BE GUIDED BY 
THIS POINT OF VIEW. 

QUESTION: THE MBFR NEGOTIATIONS IN VIENNA STAG- 
NATE, AND THE WARSAW PACT CONTINUES ITS EFFORTS TO IN- 
CREASE ITS ARMAMENT POTENTIAL. DO YOU SEE HERE A CON- 
TRADICTION WITH THE POLICY OF DETENTE? 

ANSWER: A REALISTIC POLICY OF DETENTE IS ONLY POS- 
SIBLE ON THE BASIS OF A STRONG ALLIANCE. I HAVE 
STRESSED THAT AGAIN AND AGAIN. I HAVE NEVER HIDDEN MY 
CONCERN ABOUT THE CONTINUOUS STRENGTHENING OF SOVIET 
MILITARY POTENTIAL WHICH EXCEEDS OBJECTIVE DEFENSIVE 
REQUIREMENTS AND ALSO IMPAIRS THE CREDIBILITY OF A

TWO CONCLUSIONS FROM THIS. FIRST OF ALL, IN THE VIENNA 
NEGOTIATIONS ON MUTUAL AND BALANCED FORCE REDUCTIONS, 
THE ALLIANCE ENDEAVORS TO COME TO AN AGREEMENT WITH THE 
COUNTRIES OF THE WARSAW PACT TO BRING ABOUT A NUMERICAL
